I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  tor  the  year  1952. 

From  a  health  point  of  view  it  has  been  a  good  year.  There 
have  been  no  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  in  this  or  neighbouring 
districts.  There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  the  health  and 
well  being  of  the  community.  The  improvement  is  most  marked 
in  the  children  as  they  have  had  the  benefits  of  improved  social 
conditions  and  better  medical  care  and  supervision  from  birth. 
Improvement  has  undoubtedly  taken  place  in  other  age  groups, 
but  here  it  is  not  so  obvious. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  picture  is  not  nearly  so  bright. 
Improved  social  conditions  and  medical  care  are  prolonging  lives, 
without  necessarily  providing  the  wherewithal  to  enjoy  this  life  to 
the  full.  There  comes  a  time  when  the  old  people  are  no  longer 
able  to  take  care  of  themselves,  and  it  is  then  that  they  become  an 
acute  social  problem.  There  is  an  ever  increasing  tendency  for  people 
to-day  to  rid  themselves  of  their  responsibility  towards  their  aged 
relatives,  but  the  facilities  available  are  at  present  grossly  in¬ 
adequate. 

Under  the  present  administrative  arrangements,  the  old  but 
able  bodied  are  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Councils  and  the 
County  Borough  Councils,  while  the  elderly  sick  are  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  Regional  Hospital  Boards.  Of  these  two-  classes  it  is  the 
chronic  sick  who  present  the  biggest  problem.  In  this  district  it  fre¬ 
quently  happens  that  the  elderly  sick  have  to  wait  several  weeks 
before  a  hospital  bed  can  be  obtained  during  which  time  their 
conditions  rapidly  deteriorate. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Apart  from  the  infantile  death  rate,  the  vital  statistics  approxi¬ 
mate  closely  to  those  for  the  county  as  a  whole.  The  infantile 
death  rate  of  10.5  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Urban  District. 
The  number  of  births  involved,  however,  is  comparatively  small. 
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The  average  for  the  years  1943  to  1952  is  29.4,  which  compares 
very  favourably  with  37.8  for  the  whole  of  the  country  over  the 
same  period. 

Housing. 

Housing  is  still  a  big  problem.  We  are  a  long  way  from  the 
ideal  of  a  separate  unit  of  accommodation  for  each  family.  Perhaps 
the  biggest  problem  connected  with  housing  is  that  of  repair  and 
maintenance.  While  new  houses  are  being  built  at  one  end  of  the 
district,  old  properties  in  the  centre  of  the  town  are  falling  into 
disrepair  and  decay.  The  present  system  of  rent  control  gives  little 
incentive  to  landlords  to  spend  money  on  their  property,  and  I 
can  see  little  chance  of  real  improvement  in  this  direction  until  the 
Rent  Restriction  Acts  have  been  amended. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  last  twenty  years  have  seen  tremendous  changes  in  all 
aspects  of  infectious  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

This  disease  which  was  a  major  killing  disease  has  become  so 
rare  that  to  the  present  generation  of  young  mothers  it  is  a  name 
only.  This  result  has  undoubtedly  been  brought  about  by  the 
extensive  immunisation  campaign.  There  is  the  great  danger,  how¬ 
ever,  that  if  the  habit  of  diphtheria  immunisation  is  allowed  to 
slip,  we  shall  again  be  faced  with  epidemics  of  diphtheria  in  our 
midst. 

Smallpox. 

Outbreaks  of  smallpox  continue  to  occur  from  time  to  time  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Invariably  when  these  occur,  panic 
vaccination  takes  place.  This  could  be  avoided  if  all  parents  would 
ensure  that  their  children  are  vaccinated,  first  at  about  four  months, 
and  again  at  intervals  which  coincide  with  such  important  mile¬ 
stones  as  school  entry,  school  leaving,  and  entry  into  the  Armed 
Forces.  If  vaccination  is  carried  out  at  these  intervals,  the 
unpleasant  reactions  associated  with  vaccination  would  be  almost 
completely  eliminated.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Shoreham  is  situate  on  the  South  Coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  The  River  Adur,  flowing  down  from 
Bramber  to  the  South,  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side,  and  then 
winding  under  the  Norfolk  Bridge  flows  eastwards,  until  it  again 
turns  southwards  to  enter  the  sea  through  Shoreham  Harbour 
mouth  at  Kingston.  In  this  way  the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham 
Town  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur,  known  as  Shoreham 
Beach.  This  shingle  beach  is  within  the  Urban  District  of 
Shoreham-by-Sea . 

The  town  possesses  a  public  recreation  area,  Buckingham 
Park,  comprising  38  acres.  It  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs, 
north  of  the  town,  and  is  used  as  a  public  park  and  pleasure 
ground,  available  for  general  sports  and  recreation  purposes. 

The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  a  Soap  Works,  Jam 
Factory,  Yacht  Building,  Chemical  Works,  Timber  Yards, 
Laundries.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA- 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 

5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 

Health  Authority,  which  is  the  West  Sussex  County  Council.

I.  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Nursing*. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  conduct  a  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Shoreham  Health  Centre,  Middle 
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Road,  twice  weekly.  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  also 
conduct  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  these  premises  fortnightly. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  conducts  a  School  Clinic  at 
Shoreham  Health  Centre,  Middle  Road,  once  a  fortnight. 

A  Medlical  Officer  holds  a  School  Clinic  fortnightly  at  the 
Infants  School,  Victoria  Road. 

Eye  Clinics,  Dental  Clinics,  Physiotherapy  Clinics  and  Speech 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  Health  Centre,  Middle  Road. 

Children  requiring  treatment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Brighton  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital  under  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  Education  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Lancing  Health  Centre. 

Chest  Clinic. 

A  Chest  Clinic  is  held  once  a  week  at  Southlands  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Worthing  Hospital  Management  Committee  have  made 
arrangements  entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics 
for  Venereal  Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service: 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are 
made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case,  or 
through  the  Police  or  Public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other  emer¬ 
gencies. 

Lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town 
Halls  or  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the 
situation  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the 
same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general 
nurse. 

II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital 
accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus 
provided  for — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases, 
and  those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 
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The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise:  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

IN.  General  SViedacal  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local 
arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street, 
Chichester. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

(1)  Water. 

There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  from  the  Brighton 
Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  all  the  houses  in  the  area 
are  served  direct.  The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  samples  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year.

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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  again  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  by  the  County  Council.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position 


was  as  follows  —

In  addition,  140  children  received  a  third  reinforcing  dose 
during'  the  year. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  Three 
cases  occurred  in  the  same  household  and  were  caused  by  Salmonella 
Thompson.  The  remaining  three  were  isolated  cases  and  were  all 
caused  by  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  These  cases  all  came  to  light 
in  the  same  way.  The  patients  were  admitted  to  Southlands  Hos¬ 
pital  as  acute  surgical  emergencies,  and  the  diagnosis  was  made 
by  routine  bacteriological  examination.  It  would  be  too  much  of  a 
coincidence  to  believe  that  these  were  the  only  cases  which  occurred 
in  the  district.
